National Labor commission was the 
testimony of W. Ij. Bemis, associate 
professor "of social economy at the uni- 
versity oi Chii'dg*. Rev. Wm. H. Card- 
wardine. who is a minister at Pullman, 
pave the result of his close investiga- 
tion of the troubles in his town 
Two 


directors of the American Railway 
union were also put on the stand be- 
sides a number of ex-employes of va- 
rious railroads. 


A great deal of testimony was of- 


fered tending to show the existence of 
a "blacklist" debarring men named in 
it from working1 on any railroad. The 
plan advocated, by Prof. Beinis—that 
all troubles be settled by a state board 
of arbitration and that railroad em- 
ployes be licensed aeemed to meet with 
general favor. 


Mr. Brown, 


An es-emoloye, gave fign'res to shoiv 
that he had paid nearly one-half of all 
he received for rent. He was obliged to 
work under an. assumed name after be- 
ing1 blacklisted the first time, in order 
to set work the second time. The plan 
at Pullman, he said, was to make an 
appropriation for a certain number of 
cars, and when that appropriation was 
exhausted, no matter how much extra 
work there was there was no extra 
money paid out. This, of course, ne- 
cessitated nutting the wag'es of the 
men. 
The witness said that he had 


heard the foreman declare that if a 
man made more than $1.00 a day on 
piece work he was not allowed to turn 
in the extra amount. 


Martin J. Elliott. 


A director of the American Railway 
union was next put on the stand. He 
opposed the proposed system of licens- 
ing railroad men. 


Rev. Wm. H. Cardwardine, of Pullman, 


Author of a book on the strike, was 
examined at length. Mr. Cardwardine 
said the causes of the strike were the 
unequal cutting of wages and the dis- 
satisfaction with the local manage- 
ment. He said further: "There was 
a feeling on the part of the men that 
they could get no redress. 


The TJOCS! Management tp Blame. 


"Neither Mr Pullman nor Mr. Wickes 


was as much to blame for the strike as 
the local management 
However, I 


am free to make this statement. 
There 


nevei1 would have been a strike at Pull- 
mat if George "M. Pullman had been in 
closer touch with his employes, and 
there never would have been a strike 
there if icnts had been reduced in 
proportion to the cut in wages-. I also 
believe" that in a community which 
was ran on the system of paternalism 
as thi.s one was. the company should 
have shared the" brunt of the hard 
tunes with it-, employes and not have 
cut wages so inucfi." 


Mr. Cardwardine stated that he asked 


Mr Debs to declare the boycott 
off, 


and the latter did ho, but the railway 
managers refused to accept his propo- 
sition 


"I do not believe," said Jtr. Cardwar- 


dine, m concluding his testimony, 
"that it was the disposition of the com- 
pany to give the men a fair show." 


Exorbitant Rents. 


Mr. Cardwardine favored courts of 


arbitration and government ownership 
of railroads. He testified that rents 
are 16 per cent, lower in Roseland, a 
neighboring suburb, than in Pullman, 
and that the water rates of Pullman 
are exorbitant. Nobody wa* allowed 
to acquire property at Pullman, he 
said, not even churches. The rent of 
the parsonage wab so high that no min- 
ister had ever got enough salary to oc- 
cupy it. 
,/ 


Evictions to Occnr. 


Mr. Cardwardine said he knew that 


sixty families were soon to be evicted 
from the Pullman houses for not pay- 
ing their rent. His book, which con- 
tains a detailed story of the troubles 
at Pullman, was filed as part of his 
evidence. 


The commission adjourned until to- 
day.

PBOF. BEMIS of Chicago, the Uni 


sity extension lecturer, who has had" a 
good deal to eay in his lectures about 
the "war between capital and labor," 
and who'it seems has never yet discov- 
ered that there is a very large per cent, 
of capital invested where neither labor 
nor anybody else can be benefitted by it, 
and where they never can make war on 
it, has voluntarily appeared before the 
Federal commission, now investigating 
the causes leading to the Debs strike, 
and told that body a great deal about 
his ideas of the way the government 
ought to direct arbitrations and how it 
ought to own the railroads. His schemes 
are all good, providing this country is 
now to be fenced in and all further pro- 
gress is to cease. 


tariff for revenue only would make 
everything the laborer bought cheaper. 
These fallacies were taught, year by 
year, and by them and appeals to every 
phase of prejudice and passion, the 
country lost its head and put the Dem- 
ocratic party in power in 1892. 


The result, from the very beginning, 


was disastrous. Capitalists such asused 
their 
capital 
where it employed 


labor 
became 
nervous 
and con- 


servative as well as the tradesmen 
throughout the country. 
Consumption 


and production were diminished, and 
naturally the demand for labor became 
less and less day by day. The country 
was filled with idle men. Soup houses 
were opened by charity for those out of 
employment and general reduction of 
wages began: ell in anticipation of the 
new tariff system which promised to 
change the entire conditions on which 
business rested. Strikes were powerless 
to prevent wage reduction. 
Strikes 


were impotent, as they always must be, 
to prevent the effect of a false political 
economy. 


A so-called revenue tariff aas been 


passed by congress. If it becomes a law 
the country will be flooded with foreign 
goods, which will come in under the 
lower duties. The same goods our own 
laboringmen, under pfbtection, made for 
this market, and this will force wages 
down still further. 


Low tariffs, with the view of getting 


cheaper floods, mean low wages, it means 
idleness. There is no escape from this 
logic. If we import cheap goods we 
must either make cheap goods or go out 
of the business altogether. 


Foolish special laws will not help 


labor when it cannot find employment. 
The only thing that can help labor in 
this country is a protective tariff that 
will multiply industries and thus create 
a demand for labor. What labor then 
needs is the'abandonment of the mis- 
taken notions which led to the success 
of the Democratic party in 1892, and a 
return to the policy of protection. This 
can only be done at the polls, and if 
labor wants to help itself by abandoning 
strikes and going to the ballot box, the 
way to do it is to vote for protection. If 
it does not do this, then it may expect 
to be reduced to the level of the Euro- 
pean wage earner.

The new tariff bill, if sifned by the 


president as expected, provides a; 
definite basis for bnsinev.

plemental legislation is thought pc*si- 
ole until next year at least. Large 
improvement has been expected from 
any settlement, the more because 
of a vaet amount of bnbiness deferred 
from week to week in the hope of more 
definite conditions. The rush of such 
business, or even a part of it, might 
easily double transactions for a time. 
It is not to be overlooked that the ef- 
fect of new duties upon tnanv branches 
of industry and trade is problematical, 
and may be determined only after some 
roonthsof experience; and meanwhile 
the serious injury to corn and some 
other conditions exercise a restraining 
influence. While it is not wise to look 
tor a great -'boom," there is warrant 
lor a reasonable and prudent hopeful- 
ness. 
It is too early to look for effects of 


the new situation in the great indus- 
tries, but the gradual recovery which 
he» appeared for some time is seen in 
• better demand for products. Specu- 
lation in wool has been stopped, and 
the sales, which have been 0,939,750 
pounds for the wee't, and 14,553,150 for 
two weeks of August, against 3.397,400 
last year, and ir,,3»j,800 in 1»33, natur- 
ally diminished on Wednesday and 
Thursday, as it is expected that the 
recent advance may be lost, though 
no change yet appears.

January 1, orders are expected to be 
governed by the consuming power of 
the people, with the accumulated busi- 
ness no long deferred, and while recent 
trade has been enough to crowd the 
mills at work on some specialties, it has 
been far short of the capacity of all 
the works in the country. Makers 
•will be preswed within the next week 
to put prices on spring goods, of which 
a few lines are opening. Cotton man- 
ufacturers have been carrying ex- 
traordinary stocks of goods for the 
country, and the strike threatened at 
New Bedford will not alarm them, but 
the reduction of wages seems likely 
to be accepted at Fall River. A smart 
increase in transactions is reported, 
buyers and sellers having at last a 
common basis for judgment. 


Resumption by iron and steel works 


•which was stopped by the strikers, 
continues to depress prices of some 
finished products, but with more fur- 
naces operating, prices of pig iron are 
not lower. Comparisons given to-day 
show a fall in prices rang ing from 30 to 
144 per cent, in Iron and its products 
since October. 1800, which sufficiently 
accounts for the idleness of more than 
a third of the works. The demand for 
structural forms seems smaller, does 
not increase for railroad use, though 
traffic improves, but for some other 
products is better. 


The boot and shoe industry leads all 


others in recovery from depression, 
and shipments from Boston for two 
weeks are 47 per cent, larger than last 
year. Demands for speedy delivery 
and numerous sales from stock indi- 
cate that jobbers are carrying short 
•applies.

Each of the European powers has 
landed a small force to protect its con- 
sulate at the Corean capital 


The Corean King on the 27th of July 


released from jail five important pris- 
oners of state, the sister-in-luw and 
niece of Uoku Yai Ko, the mother of 
Jo Sai Hitou. and the mother and 
daughter of Jo Ko Han, who were 
imprisoned in connection with the re- 
bellion of 1884. 


It is generally believed that Uoku 


Yai Ko will be recalled by the king 
and appointed to some important posi- 
tion. It is reported that the Corean 
government has officially intimated to 
Japan that they will promptly sever 
all connection with China.

BEGINNING OF THE END. 


The Republican* Determined to Forestall 


Further Tariff ^effldlatlon. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 18.—To-day will 


probably witness such action in the 
senate as will indicate the beginning 
of the end of the second session of the 
fifty-third congress. The republicans 
held a conference in Mr. Sherman's 
room yesterday afternoon after the ad- 
journment of the senate, and the whole 
situation was carefully canvassed. It 
was the unanimous opinion of the re- 
publicans that the time had come to 
call a halt and permit the country to 
rest a bit oefore the tariff question 
should again be brought to the front. 


At the end of the conference the re- 


publican "whip" was directed to notify 
very republican senator to be in his 
eat to-day at noon ready for such ae- 
on as the steering committee might 
naugurate. 
It was agreed that, after Mr. Mur- 
hy's resolution declaring, it undesira- 
le to have any more tariff legislation 
t this session, was modified, that the 
epublicans would support it and press 
t to a vote. This modification Mr. 
Murphy subsequently agreed to make. 
le will eliminate all reference to Mr. 
Carlisle's letter, and base it upon the 
general grounds that all further tariff 
egislation at this session is impfac- 
icable. As so modified it is srtld it 
will receive the votes of all repub- 
icans and enough democrats and pop- 
ulists to pass it through, with votes 
;o spare. 


The republicans will bs guided in 
heir attitude on Mr. Harris' resolu- 
ion to fill the vacancy on the finance 
ommittee, largely by any motion that 
Senator Hill may make. Mr. Hill yes- 
erday opposed the filling of this va- 
-ancy until after there had Been a cau- 
cus of democrats, and he characterized 
t as an attempt to pack the commit- 
tee so as to prevent any report antag- 
onistic to the income tax. Mr. Hill 
afterwards, in talking of the situa- 
tion, said he had nothing personally 
against Mr. White, and he believed 
,hat he would make a good and 
useful member of the committee, but 
what he objected to was the unseemly 
laste with which the democratic steer- 
ng committee sought to act. Know- 
ing the vbte behind the Murphy reso- 
lution and the effect that the passage 
of t-uch a resolution would have, Mr. 
Elill will not probably oppose the fin- 
ing of the vacancy to-day and the re- 
publicans will follow him. 


After this is done the Murphy reso- 


lution will be passed, and will be as- 
sumed by the senate as a notice that 
that body has no further business and 
is ready to adjourn. 


It is also probable that a resolution 


will be passed instructing the finance 
committee to report a bill placing su- 
gar on the free list and restoring the 
McKinley bounty Iftw, This the com- 
mittee will, of course, decline to do, 
and the bills will, republicans say, 
never see the light of day. This ap- 
pears to be the programme for to-day.

The genius loci of the ancients is not 
altogether a myth. A truer mysticism 
than their mythology teaches us that 
places retain for ages' something of the 
lives that have been lived in them, an 
echo of the voices that have made them 
musical, a fleeting shadow of the men 
and women who found in them thei** 
happiness or their sorrow. Those who 
have spent much time in secluded spots 
learn to feel that lonely places have 
souls; and the soul of a place is indeed 
its genius loci, its familiar spirit, 
its 
peculiar essence, 
as real 
a 


thing as the scent of a rose or 
the smell of the sea. There are rose- 
gardens in the east that are fair with 
the accumulated happiness of past gen- 
erations. There are shady ilex groves 
in Italy wherein still dwells the silent 
spirit of contemplation; perhaps the 
phantasms of tragic loves sigh out their 
little day beneath tho ancient trees. In 
Italy, in Greece, in Asia, in distant In- 
dian glens, dim temples stavtd to this 
day, haunted or blessed, perhaps by the 
presence of that mystic spirit which 
outlasts all ages. And the market 
place has its familiar genius also, the 
busy center of the crowded city, the 
broad thoroughfare of the great me- 
tropolis, silent for a few hows under 
the summer moonlight or the winter 
rain. Old castles, too, deserted villages, 
uninhabited horned of dead populations 
—all have wraiths, the ghosts of what 
they have been, silent to the many, but 
more eloquent to the few than any hu- 
man speech can ever be. Andbesidesall 
these, there are spots where nature has 
never been molded by man, where she 
is sovereign and he is subject—lonely 
places by the sea, great sunlit silences 
where man has not dared to dwell be- 
cause nature there would give bine 
nothing, nor was he able to take any- 
thing from her. And the spirit oi 
those places is more lonely, and grander, 
and mightier, than the genius loci of 
the market-place, or of the deserted 
Italian villa, "where the red-star cracks 
the speechless statues," or even of the 
shady cloister or of the wind-swept 
temples of banished god&. The song 
of songs is still unwritten, though na- 
ture's music makes man's irrandest 
symphonies ridiculous, and sounds 
night and morning in the ears of him 
who has ears to hear.—Marion Craw- 
ford, in Century.
